My dear Givens, 

I have received a report to the effect that 
the Ring-Verlag in Zurich (a Gonmmunist organisation which 
runs a news agency and edits books) has communicated 
with Martin Lawrence, Commnist publishers in London, 
asking them to send fifteen copies of the "Brown Book 
of the Hitler Terror" to a person who is thought to be 
Madame Sun Yat Sen. This person has been in commnica= 
tion with the Ring-Verlag, and states that she wants 
credit facilities from Martin Lawrence for the actual 
price of the books, but begs them to send copies of all 
those which they bring out, and which they conceive may be 
of use to her from a Commnist point of view. It is 
believed that any consignments sent on these terms will 
be sent direct. You Oe se the Bureau of Public 
Safety to this effect, and get them to watch all consign~ 
m6n$a of books which come through the Chinese P.O. and 
emanating from Martin Lawrence of London.
